This is in response to your request for release of information from the files of the U.S. Army 
Criminal Investigation Command (USACIDC) for a copy of CID Regulation 195-1, USACIDC 
Operational Policy, received August 29, 2012. 

Be advised dissemination of this regulation, in whole or in part, shall be limited to military 
law enforcement agencies and those Department of the Army, Department of Defense and 
Federal law enforcement officials with a demonstrated official need to know. 

CID Regulation 195-1 contains technical and operational information that is intended for 
Army law enforcement personnel only. Therefore, this response can be deemed by you to be a 
denial under 5 U.S. C. §552 (b)(7)(E) by the Initial Denial Authority, the Commanding General, 
U.S. Army Criminal Investigation Command (USACIDC). If you wish to appeal this decision, 
please do so within 60 days of the date of this letter. Please submit your appeal to Director, U.S.

22134.
